The Governors of New Jersey and 


Pennsylvania Visit the U. S. 


Instruction Camp. 


Tlie big instruction camp east of 


tov» n w ith moi e men in camp last 
week than during any previous p'eriod 
aoout six thousand souls, had no un- 
pleasant episodes as marked the pre- 
vious period. The Keystone and Jer- 
sey boys mingled with the regulars 
without any display of feling and were 
one Mg, happy industrious camp. 


They 
were 
unfortunate in 
the 


storms they encountered. 
Their en- 


trance into camp was marked by a 
severe storm, coming before the tents 
had been pitched and many of the 
boys were drenched and the beginning 
to go into camp was marked with a 
hanging out to dry of all their be- 
longings. During the week two heavy 
showers passed over the camp. 


That there were more boys in camp 


last week than 'the week before was 
evident in town all the time, and the 
travel up and down York street was 
almost continuous both by conveyance 
and on loot. 


Maneuver Work. 


The work ot the week began with 


drill in advance and rear guard work, 
fiank guards and patrols. Each bat- 
talion was a small army sending out 
skirmishers far in advance and pro- 
tecting its rear as it marched out in 
search of an imaginary foe. On the 
return the order was reversed, the 
skirmishers becoming the rear guard, 
and the rear guard the skirmishers. 


Then came man> hours of work 


along lines of reconnoissance and out- 
post duty. Skirmishers were sent out 
to learn the position and strength of 
imaginary enemies while the army at 
rest was protected during the work 
of the skirmishers. Cavalry and ar- 
tillery were engaged in this work with 
the infantry. 


Sham battles were the next course 


of instruction 
The Pennsylvania and 


Xew Jersey troops in. this maneuver 
were given their first supply of am- 
munition and charges were made and 
lepulsed. The men were taken out 
by battalions and squadrons and di 
vided into small armies and instruct- 
ed in the general problems of attacks 
and defese. 


Thursday afternoon the camp was 


divided into Army of Reds and Blues, 
and the problem had to do with the 
attempted capture of a wagon train 
of provisions:. The Blues were sup- 
posed to have made a levy of supplies 
on Gettysburg and were 
returning 


east with their loaded wagon train 
when a Red force was sent out in 
pursuit with orders to drive in and 
capture the Blue rear guard, and the 
Blue orders were to continue to march 
and hold the enemy in check. Up and 
down the Bcnneauville road the ma- 
neuvering waged, the two forces be- 
ing composed of practically the same 
strength of infantry, cavalry, artillery, 
engineers and hospital equipment and 
the struggle lasted all afternoon and 
evening. 


On Friday the same maneuver was 


repeated but the sides were reversed, 
the attacking army being tne one pro- 
tecting the provisiont train. 


A Drawn Battle. 


All this instruction led up to the 


big battle of Saturday in which the 
Pennsylvania 
militia 
were 
pitted 


against the Regulars, and took place 
near the scene of the cavalry fight, 
four miles east of town and which 
ended in a draw with a slight advant- 
age against the Keystone boys. 


The Red army was made utf of the 


Sth. I2th, and 13th Pennsylvania In- 
fantry. Battery B. Pennsylvania Artil- 
lery. First and Second City Troops, 
Philadelphia, and Troop A, Cavalry, 
with one company of United States 
Engineers:, one battery of field artil- 
lery, and a half an ambulance com- 
pany. The Blue army was composed 
of the 2nd and 29th Infantry, 2nd and 
3rd New Jersey Infantry, Battery B, 
Xew Jersey Field Artillery, one bat- 
tery 3rd United States Field Artillery, 
Troops A and B, Fifteenth United 
States Cavalry, one company of Engi- 
neers and the regular Hospital Corps. 


Brigadier General C. Bow Dougher- 


ty, Third Brigade of Pennsylvania, 
commanded the Red army, and Briga- 
dier General Dennis F. Collins of the 
Second Brigade. Xew Jersey, com- 
manded the Blue. 


The two armies left camp early Sat- 


urday morning with rations for the 
day. After 
maneuvering about for 


several hours they marched to their 
re^p^ctive places of rest and had din- 
ne- C!. -he field The opposing forces 
were ttationed about three miles apart 
Shortly 
after 
twelve o'clock 
they 


-*arted the advance and met about 
midway when a regular field battle 
*ook place. 


The plan of battle as it developed 


early srave opportunity for good gen- 
«-a?«hfp. of which advantage was tak- 
en quickly by the commanders of both 
forces. General Dougherty with his 
men 
completely turned one entire 


flank of the opposing force, repulsed 
the regular cavalry at the opening of 
the battle and continued to do good 
work in the entire conflict. Near the 
close of the fight the Reds turned the 
entire fiask of the Blues. 


The Srst forces to meet were the 


two troops of the 15th U. S. Cavalry 
and the three troops of Pennsylvania 
Cavalry, the Frst and Second City 
Troops and Troop A. The Blue cav- 
alry cumbered more than 200 men, 
while Philadelphia's commands had 
only 32C men in the contest. How- 
ever the PenBsylvanians held the field 


until infantry reinforcements arrived, 
and the regulars were then routed and 
finally forced to retreat. 
Support was 


soon given the retiring Ffteenth by 
the Blues, and as each side sent for- 
ward reinforcements the other was 
compelled to duplicate the maneuver 
to keep the forces practically even. 


Iu a brief period the entire force of 
each army was drawn up in line and 
then the one tried to outflank the 
otLci. The piaii 01 viie bailie uiovid- 
ed that each army should be protect- 
ing a larger imaginary force, the pro- 
tecting force for the Red being located 
to their right and the Blues protect- 
ing an imaginary army on their left. 


Iu the course of the battle the Blues' 


right wing was turned by the Reds, 
while the army under General Dough- 
erty had its right wing enveloped by 
the Blues. This allowed the Blue 
force to come in between the Red pro- 
tecting army and the main Red force, 
which gave the Blues a slight advant- 
age in the decision rendered. 


The battle involved complicated ma- 


neuver problems. The cavalry and in- 
fantry were given especially hard 
effective service in supporting respec- 
tive armies. 


Governors in Camp. 


On Tuesday 
afternoon 
Governor 


John Franklin Fort of New Jersey ar- 
rived in town and after going over 
the battlefield in an automobile went 
to camp after the maneuver work was 
over and his presence in camp was an- 
nounced by a salute of 17 guns. He 
was called upon at once by General 
Wotherspoon who warmly congratulat- 
ed him upon the appearance and con- 
duct of the New Jersey boys. 


On Wednesday Governor Edwin S. 


Stuart of Pensylvania arrived and 
was escorted to camp by the Second 
City Troop and again 17 guns roared 
a salute. Governor Stuart went at 
once to General Wotherspoon's head- 
quarters and the latter spoke to him 
in highest praise of the Keystone boys, 
their good discipline and promptness 
in responding to calls. Governor Stu- 
art visited all the Pennsylvania camps 
and in the afternoon made a hurried 
trip to the Pennsylvania monument 
on Hancock avenue. 


Fire In Camp. 


The greatest excitement which the 


camp has yet experienced occurred 
when a sentry discovered the kitchen 
tent at general headquarters to be on 
fire. He gave the alarm, and the 
headquarters' trumpeter Bounded the 
"fire call'1 through the huge mega- 
phone. 
The call was taken up all 


over the camp, and in a few minutes 
alMjfst evejy oue of the 6000 soldiers 
inV-cSmp were scurrying up the long 
incline. The men made quite a pic- 
turesque sight as they ran pell-mell 
in various dress and undress to head- 
quarters, where they soon had the fire 
under control. The big kitchen was 
destroyed, with all the contents; the 
officers' mess quarters were on fire, 
and many of the tents were threaten- 
ed, but all were saved except the 
building in which the blaze had its 
origin. 


The Court Martial. 


General Wotherspoon receiving di- 


rections from the War Department to 
resume the trial of the case of Thomas 
Carroll, proceeded with the taking of 
evidence on Wednesday. 
On Satur- 


day the finding in the court-martial 
of Trooper Thomas Carroll, colored, 
was made public by General Wother- 
spoon. He was found guilty on the 
charge of having crossed a sentinel's 
post, but was acquitted on the charge 
of having drawn a revolver and threat 
ening 
officers. He was fined $10. 


Carroll is the man who was accused 
of having resisted a Virginia sentry 
who refused to allow him to cross 
the sentinel's line and with having 
drawn a revolver on the sentry. It 
was shown that he had an empty re- 
volver and held it at his side instead 
of pointing it at the Southern militia- 
man who ran him into camp at the 
point of a fixed bayonet. 
The case 


was the direct outcome of the race 
prejudice which was manifested dur- 
ing the period when the Virginia mili- 
tia was in camp. 


Cramps In Camp. 


Toward the end of the week among 


the Keystone bo>s and the Jersey mi- 
litia there was an epidemic of cramps. 
As many as a hundred men in a regi- 
ment were suffering from the trou- 
ble. At headquarters it was stated 
that the maneuvering troops had come 
across orchards in which there were 
acres of trees laden with green apples, 
and that these had fallen prey to 
many of the militia. This is supposed 
to have caused much of the ailment, 
while the rush of overheated soldiers 
for ice cream wagons upon their re- 
turn from maneuvers is given as an- 
other possible cause. Only a few of' 
the cases required attention at the j 
field hospital, but regimental hospi-i 
tals, which are more in the nature ofi 
dispensaries, did a big business, hand-1 
ing out medicine to the suffering mili- 
tiamen. 
By Sunday the trouble had 


disappeared and there were but five 
cases of sickness in the field hospital 
and the health of the soldiers was de- 
clared to be excellent. 


Accidents. 


Word was received last week of the 


death of Private John J. Reuth cf the 
29th U. S. Infantry, who sustained 
fatal injuries at Lebanon while on his 
way here. Rushing to catch a train 
he fell and struck his head. On Wed- 
nesday Corporal Lauffer of Battery B 
of Pittsburg, was unconscious for sev- 
eral hours after being thrown from a 
caisson and falling head first on a 
rock. It is believed he will fully re- 
cover from the injuries received. 


'Captain William K. Nayior of the 


Ninth United States Infantry, was 
thrown from hi« horse during Friday 


afternoon's sham battle of the regu- 
lars, and sustained a broken collar 
bone. He was engaged in map read- 
ing as he was riding along, and when 
his horse tripped he was thrown head 
first to the ground. He was given pre 
liminary treatment at the field hospi- 
tal, and later in the afternoon was 
sent to the Walter Ried Hospital at 
Washington. 


Private Alfred 
M. Crawford sus- 


tained a iracture ot the leg during the 
sham battle on Saturday by being 
thrown Irom the caisson of his gun 
carriage. He was hurried to the field 
hospital A\here the bone was set. He 
icturned home with his command on 
Monday. 


Camp Notes. 


During the weeK the United States 


Engineers gave an exhibition in road 
building and the construction of en- 
trenchments. The men prepared high- 
ways tor armies and supply trains to 
pass over. and then prepared entrench- 
ments for an army to occupy should 
a battle ensue. 


On Tuesday alternoon a bolt of 


lightning struck in ground immedi- 
ately back of the headquarters of the 
Second Xew Jersey regiment and a 
reporter by name of Riley was stun- 
ned. 


The hot days of last week made the 


allowance of 100 Ibs. of ice to the com- 
pany very short ice rations. 


A novel feature of the parade given 


by the Ninth Pennsylvania was a 
squad of bicycle scouts. 


The Regular Hospital Corps gave an 


exhibition in setting up first aid sta- 
tions, ambulance stations and field 
hospitals. 


The Philadelphia troopers had a 


lively time Friday noon when a horse 
took fright and ran into the kitchen 
tent of the First City Troop, upset- 
ting tent and causing general confu- 
sion. 


After mess Sunday evening all of 


the tents of the Third Pennsylvania 
Brigade were struck, except those us- 
ed by the officers and for kitchen and 
mess purposes. The canvas was pre- 
pared for shipment and the little "dog- 
gies'* were pitched for the night. This 
was done to facilitate the entraining 
of troops Monday morning. 


Both the New Jersey and Pennsyl- 


vania Guards received their pay this 
morning for their tour of duty here. 
Over §30,000 was distributed among 
the men, the troops of this State re- 
ceiving their money direct through 
Adjutant General Stewart, and the 
Jersey troops being paid through the 
National Government. 


The damages to crops and property 


which have been committed are being 
promptly assessed, and the Adams 
county farmers will be paid a few days 
after the close of the camp. The de- 
mands are declared by officers 
at 


headquarters to be very reasonable 
in almost every instance. 


The work of the United States En- 


gineers up to this time has excited a 
great deal of attention. The lower 
part of their camp is filled with 
trenches, fortifications, bridges 
and 


other pieces of construction, which 
they have erected for defense or the 
movement of troops. Quantities of 
trees have been cut down in the build- 
ing of these, which are being closely 
studied. 


Steps have been taken by the 
offi- 


cials of the National Guard of Penn- 
sylvania 
to purchase some of the 


equipment of the present camp for the 
division encampment here in August. 
The regular army men in charge are 
very ready to sell, and the State will 
probably be saved considerable money 
as the buildings and other necessary 
things will likely be sold considerably 
below the cost price. 


Swapping Militia. 


The swapping of militia began on 


Saturday. The 1st Troop of New Jer- 
sey Cavalry arrived on Saturday. The 
Jersey Second Infantry, Third Infan- 
try and Battery B, in camp last week 
took their departure on Sunday. On 
Monday all the Keystone militia be- 
gan to pull out for their homes and 
the following militia began TO arrive 
to take their place:

BATTLE DAYSJIT GLOBE IBM 


AS TOLD FOR COMPILER BY 
JOB* WILLS, OF GETTYSBURG. 


Chailet Wills, Father of J*hn 


Was Proprietor of Itn at 


the Time. 


The story of times at the Globe Inn 


during the Battle have beeu told us by 
John Will*, ?ou ot Charles Wills, 
proprietor of the Inn during that 
time. 


He is tirinly of the opinion th»t the 


Confederate Army was well acquaint- 
ed with 
Gettysburg and 
vicinity 


through spies that went through this 
territory three to four weeks before the 
battle. "Ou the day Early came into 
town and made his demand of Burgess 
Kendlebart. Mr. Wills said he was ou 
Baltimore £t. aud attracted by the

attentiou was at once arrested by an 
aide and because of this paid little at- 
tention to what was going on. That 
he looked at tbe aide and the latter 
loosed at him aud apparently there 
was a smile of recognition without any 
nod of the head. He was a young 
Hmooth faced man aud Mr. Wills says 
he kept his eyes on him until fully 
aatietied where he had seen him be- 
fore. 


Turning to go down street by time 


Wen. 
Early aud Statt left Burgess 


Kendlehart and walking on west side 
of Baltimore Street, he says he was 
hailed at the pump in front of the Me- 
Clean residence near Square by this 
ttame aide 4.nd asked whether he 
would'ut pump some water Jor his 
horee into the watering trough. As 
the horse proceeded to drink tbe rider 
leaned forward and Mr. Wills said : 


"I have eeen you before." 
The aide laughed as he replied "So 


you think you have seen me before. 
Where?" 
Mr. Wills pointed m the direction of 


York Street and said, "At Globe Inn 
down oo that Street." 


The man retorted, "Are you sure 


that it was me ?" 


"I know it was you," was Mr. Wills 


answer. 


The aide continued to laugh and Mr. 


"If you will admit It I will tell you; 


bow I know it" and then proceeded to 
recall tbe fact that three weeks before 
the aide bad been at the Globe Ion 
and taken dinner, and that after din- 
ner when he came to pay for his meal, 
he had handed him a silver quarter, 
and that he had hesitated for a min- 
ute whether to tell htm the price was 
35 cents but concluded that the silver 
quarter was worth more than the 35 
cente In shinplastere usually received 
in those days. 


The aide would not deny 'the story 


and rode away with a laugh. 


Mr. Wills says when he heard that 


Karly'e men were coming into town 
he walked to tbe diamond and saw 
them come up Chambersburg street. 
"I was standing on what is now Wea- 
ver's store corner and watched the 
maneuvers. The first company came 
up Chambersburg street as hard as 
they could come aud halted at the 
Eckert corner. Tbe Captain went ou 
to the center of diamond, gave a com- 
mand and they moved forward and 
he divided them into three squads one 
going nut Baltimore street, a second 
out Carlisle street and the third down 
York street, chasing parts of Bell's 
cavalry." 


Mr. Wills Says he remained in the 


Diamond until the second company 
came up Chambersburg street and 
that at the head of it rode a big man 
with long hair, a striking figure, "The 
minute I saw him I recognized him, I 
went closer to him and finally as they 
moved toward i orfe street I went to 
hotel and called my father out and 
asked him whether the Dig man hadn't 
staid at our hotel three or four weeks 
prior. The man finally saw us looking 
at him and when he came directly op- 
posite to father and I deliberately 
turned bis face to the other side of 
street but there was no doubt in the 
mind of either father or myself about 
this man." 


"He had come to the Globe Inn and 


remained there over night. His osten- 
sible purpose was to try to sell us a 
receipt for fixing the taste of whiskey, 
but asked us a number of questions 
about tbe roads aud location of other 
taverns in county and the Cumberland 
Valley. At night he was given a room 
next to that of mine 
and there 


were old fashioned folding dcore be- 
tween tbe rooms and doors were not a 
tight fit" and Mr. Wills said he recalls 
that there wag a light in the stranger's 
room when be went to bed and that be 
saw him writing and that he was 
awakened about two o'clock and light 
was still burning in the stranger's 
room and that be wondered how long 
the tallow dip was going to last. 


we got tbe goods out of tbe car and it 
was furnished aud the goods were put 
away in the cellar." 


"That night three Louisianua Tigers 


caiu*» to tbe hotel and ordered uy 
father to roll out three of tbe barrels 
of wbiskev and my father refused to 
do it. They draw thtlr Mbera and 
compelled Him to open tbe cellar 
doors. Thff took three barrels eayiug 
they would cone next morning and 
par for it, with money better than ours. 
They took it to a camp down the York 
pike." 


-Col. Harry Gilmore of, Baltimore, 


came to the hotel next morning and 
gave my father an order on Confeder- 
ate Government. He told him be 
wanted good money for it, but all he 
got was the order. 


Mi. Wills recalls July 1st when tbe 


first Union troops came to town and 
says : "In a short time tbe hotel was 
tilled with Union soldiers and that 
Frank Gintling and David Warner 
were helping them and as fast a« they 
pnnld draw the whiskey from the bar- 
rels in the cellar it was poured into 
canteens. When the fighting began 
we were ordered to stop selling. It 
wouldn't belong before there would 
be soldiers there asking, demanding 
and begging for whiskey, offering all 
kinds of money, some saying mere is 
a fight ahead we will need the whiskey 
and may never have any use for the 
money and we would begin to sell 
again and then stop again when or- 
dered. 


When tbe retreat of the first day be- 


gan we were ordered to go into the 
cellar. Mother, three sisters, brother's 
wife and a child went to ce.llar, I also 
went down. 


"When 1 carae up from tbe cellar it 


was near dusk, I met Dr. Golds- 
borough, a brother of the Dr. of Hunt- 
erstown and H. J. Siafcle and tbe 
three of us walked out Carlisle street 
to see what was going on and as we 
cot near to where Prep now is we met 
a Confederate soldier and he told us 
we had better go bacs. We became 
separated and I soon came back to 
town. 


Next morning Confederate officers 


came to the Globe Inn and took break- 
fa t. During second and third days we 
had them for breakfast, dinner and 
supper. Our tables accommodated 
from 42 to 45 men and thatm%ny Con- 
federate officers were there each meal. 
We raised the price of meals from 35 
eeute to -50 cents and whiskey from 5 
to 10 cente. As they were eating the' 
first meal father and 1 discussed what 
we snould do if they offered to pay us 
with Confederate money. It fell to 
me as they left tbe table to collect tbe 
money and to our surprise they had 
big rolls of brand new U. 8. money 
and gold. They paid us in cash out 
of this every meal. The question has 
often occurred where they got this 


1 could see and J told him what l had 
eeen. He asked if I kept tbe hotel and 
1 replied wy father kept it but be had 
gone to farm leaving me in charge. 


'He then aaid IUMC tney had not come 


here to molevt or barm citizens, but 
the citizens were at the windows* and 
•tneu. H« toad sent guards up and 
down the etreeta telling tbe people to 
go to their cellars with their wive* and 
children as the only safe place.

draealnc Mr. Wille, he said, don't you 
know that you might have been a 
dead man, picked off that roof by a 
sharpshooter. He ended by tailing 
me J should go home and attend to 
my business, and that if any of his 
men molested any citizens he would 
punish them. I remember Mr. Caas. 
JJeely and General Early fell to talk- 
ing after he bad finished with me. I 
heard Mr. NeeJy tell him he was i 
member of tbe Bar and I heard Gen 
Early reply that he was a member of 
the Lyuchburg Bar. 


"I walked away with a Confederate 


officer aud we stopped at corner of 
i\iiGciJe aud Sualioij etrfefete aud 
gttt to raising about tbe war, and I re- 
member him saving if a dozen men at 
extreme North and extreme South had 
beeu bung before tbe war began we 
would never have had tbe war. 


"While we were talking a Confeder- 


ate resting against a fence along Mid- 
dle street was shot through the head 
and there was much excitement for 
a while, as some of them said it must 
have been fired from the school build- 
ing. 1 told the officer I was with that 
there was no one in that building and 
that it must have beeu a random shot. 


"When I came out of the cellar the 


evening of tbe first day 1 saw a big 
bay horse dead in the gutter in front 
of Davie froxel's place and heard 
there were others in the town. On 
the morning of tbe second day George 
Ecsenrode was with me and .1 pro- 
posed that we get a rope and some 
men and drag the horse away, but we 
could not get the help. Then I went 
to tbe McCleHan House. 
A Confed- 


erate officer had his bead-quartets in 
the ope i space between the hotel and 
the barber shop standing next to the 
house on corner of tbe present Weaver 
corner. I went to this officer and ask- 
ed him to lend me a team to drag off 
the dead horse and be answered— 
"You people are getting damn nice up 
here. Why didn't you come down 
and help us when they were lying 
three deep at our doors at Fredericks- 
burg ?"

"Father had taken precautions to 


save our supply of eatibles. None of 
tbe family knew when it was done 
but late at night with the help of 
some of our Colored help be had car- 
ried potatoes, and the meat and nearly 
everything we had and stored them in 
a small loft. He also had a big hole 
dug in the garden and into this placed 
a barrel of whiskey, a barrel of gin 
and a barrel of brandy, of the new lot 
of goods received. These three barrels 
remained in the ground Tor some time 
and became water soaked, and when 
taken out had changed celor and 
much of it had to be sold cheap or 
given away after the battle. 


"Notwithstanding this precaution 


my father had much loss for the cellar 
was broken in more than once and 
they helped themselves from the tap 
barrels and anything else in the cellar 
and emptied and broke up some of 
the barrels". Charles Wills lost sever- 
al horses at his farm alcug York pike, 
and all his crops and aiways estima- 
ted his loss at farm aud hotel at $2000. 


John Wille tells an experience of his 


own on afternoon of second day. "I 
walked around the town to see what 
was to be seen and then I went up to 
the trap door on north side of roof 
close to chimney on east t>ide of house 
and 1 was half way out of trap door 
and was looking toward Banners hill 
where Confederate batteries had been 
located. 1 saw a battery at west end 
of barn of Milkman Wolf east of town. 


"By and by I heard a call, Get'off 


that roof. I heard it several times and 
did not realize it was meant for me. 
Finally I located a soldier standing at 
fence between the Culp's blacksmith 
shop on East Middle street and the 
Kendlehart property to the west. His 
gun rested on tbe fence. 


"I asked him who he was talking to 


and he replied be was talking to me 
aud I should get off that roof. It made 
me kind of mad to be ordered off my 
own property aud I asked him what 
he wanted with me and he replied "to 
come off that roof" I tot behind the 
comb of the roof and was looking 
north toward the Mummasburg road 


•''With Early came Jim Furley. the i when the soldier came to hotel and 


former citizen of Gettysburg who bad 
moved to Virginia and played the 
traitor on his native place by acting a« 
pilot for Early. He had learned the 
blacksmith trade with AdamDoersom. 
He came into the Globe Inn and met 
Harvey Wattles and I beard him say 
"I wish I could have gotten your tele- 
graph apparatus I would have fooled 
you men. but its gone." Hugh D. 
Scott had gone with tbe apparatus to 
Hanover Junction. 


"The afternoon of tbe day of Early's 


called to me 
" 'For the last time I tell you to come 


down off that roof or I will take you 
dead or alive to Gen. Early.' My moth- 
er aud sister were on tue balcony and 
crying begged me to come down. He 
said if I came down peacably I would 
not be hurt but threatened if I didn't

and Mr». George Stroup, living on 
corner ot Middle and Strattou streets, 
was instantly killed Tuesday evening 
of last week while standing under a 
tree at the second- bridue along East 
Confederate Avenue. 


There had been a &tomi during the 


afternoon, a very heavy drenching 
storm, aud the Loy concluding it 
would be a good time to hunt bullets, 
started away fiorn nome for that pur- 
pose after fue o'clock. 
He reached 


th« oecond bridge on East Confederate 
Avenue about the time the second 
storm came up aud took refuge under 
the bjg tree at that point. 


The last person to bee him alive was 


Battlefield guard Wm. Spantcler who 
came along about time storm was be- 
ginning aud he spoke tu the boy, tell- 
ing him he had better come along 
with him. 


TJUe body was noi found until after 


seven o'clock when a party going over 
the battlefield arrived at that point, 
when he was discovered 'lying on his 
face down the embankment under tue 
-tree. An examination or tree made it 
clear that a branch of the tree had 
taken the bolt of lightning, there being 
pieces of bark clipped awav and at 
point where bead of the boy is pre- 
sumed to have rested a big piece of 
bark was .knocked out of tree. The 
boy was evidently vetting the best 
shelter possible, crouched with head 
against tree aud when the bolt struck 


he was hurled at full length to 


the ground. The body was not dis- 
fieured. The hair was slightly singed 
and. there were a few marks ou his 
back, but at no place was the skin 
brokeu. 


When body was found Dr. Henry 


Stewart was summoned and death was 
pronounced due to lightning bolt aud 
the oody was at once removed to bis 
home. The death of Roy was a great 
shock to his parents, an older brother 
and a sister. He was a bright boy, 
bad been carrying papers for Samuel 
Bumbaugh since camp opened, and 
was a popular little fellow with the 
many friends be had throughout town, 
and his early tragic death is most dis- 
tressing.

For the hrst time in the 
700 years aod more of the British in 
Ireland, tiie two great branches in the 
Christian communion, the Church of 
Ireland and tbe 
Roman 
Catholic 


church, coneured in solemn service to 
the King of Kings in memory of a 
Sovereign who did more than 
any 


ruler in history to nuantaiu the peace 
of the world, a Sovereign, moreover, 
who Joved his subjects and showed 
pity to the poor and needy. 
Tbe 


chief commemorative service was at 
8t. Patrick's Cathedral. 


In accordance witn the traditions 


of the order, tbe leaders of Irish Free- 
masonary held a special and dis- 
tinct service to commemorate the buri- 
al of their Grand Patron, a position 
which King Edward VII held for s-o 
many years.

"Where were General Lee's Head- 
<ju»rtere at Gettysburg.' 
April 20, 


IW10 a milu criticism appeared under 
tbe eaptiuu : "A* to Lee's Headquart- 
er-." 
1'hiu lattt article calls into quo** 


liou the veracity of Widow Thomp- 
son, (?) the occupant of tbe reputed 
Headquarter House, go far a« tbe 
writer is concerned, I will *ay to thia 
asperaioti, that I never said or implied 
that Widow Thompson gave me the 
information as published iu said ar- 
ticle. 


By referring to uiy article of March 


30, J910, iu the "Compiler," you will 
find that I mentioned no names but 
said : "Ou entering the yard, I found 
an 'Old Lady' sitting on the porch," 
etc. i wrote advisedly when I said 
"Old 
Lady," because I then knew 


that the people iu the community per- 
sisted iu saying that Widow Thomp- 
son occupied the house at the time of 
the battle, while Hiaturiau Losenug, 
(also a visitor to the field shortly after 
the battle) said in bis "Civil War in 
America," Vol. III., page 84, "Gen- 
eral Lee made bis headquarters on 
Seminary Ridge at the bouse of the 
venerable Mary Marshall, where the 
Chauibersbunr road crosses the emin- 
ence." 


When I called at the reputed Head- 


quarter house iu the spring of 1374, 
my object was not who occupied the 
house—Thompsons or Marshal Is—but 
what can I learu from the occupants 
about tbe headquarter controversy. 
Tbe conversation reported in my ar- 
ticle of March 30. 1910, took place on 
the porch of the reputed Headquarter 
House and I did not have to this day, 
a particle ot doubt about the truthful- 
ness of the "Old Lady's" statement, 
but whether her name was Marshall, 
Thompson or some other name I can 
uot tell. 


Should auy reader of the "Compil- 


er" still have auy doubts as to wheth- 
er General Lee did or did not occupy 
tbe repined Headquarter House, please 
read General Imbodeu's "Confederate 
Retreat from Gettysburg," in Vol. 
Ill, "Battles aud Leaders of the Civil 
War." 
I will quote from same as 


follows : — 


1. Page 420. "About 11 p. in. a 


horseman came to summon me to- 
General Lee, I promptly mounted and 
accompanied by Lieutenant George 
W. McPhail, an aid on my staff', and 
guided by the courier, who brought 
the message, rode about two miles to- 
ward Gettysburg, to where a half a 
dozen small tents were pointed out, a 
little way from the road-side to our 
left, as General Lee's Headquarters 
for ihe night." "When we arrived, 
there was not even a sentinel at his 
tent, and not one of his staff awake." 


2. Page 421. "He (Gen. Lee) in- 


vited me into his tent." 


3. Page 422. "As I was about leav- 


ing to return to my camp, as late, I 
think, as 2 a. m., became out of his 
tent to where I was about to mount, 
and said in an undertone," etc. 


Here you have four verbatim quo- 


tations from General Imbodeu's ar- 
ticle, and he says tent or tents every 
time. 
Do any of the "Compiler" 


readers think, that tbe General would 
not have had the courage to say house, 
if it was a house ; or is bis veracity or 
credibility also to be questioned? 


4. Again, Col. John B. Bacbelder, 


Government Historian of the battle, 
said: "After the war I had an inter- 
view with Gen. Lee and among other 
things discussed was the question 
where his headquarters were at the 
Battle of Gettysburg ? Gen. Lee re- 
plied in these words": 
"My Head- 


quarters were in tents in an apple or- 
chard back of the Seminary near the 
Cbambersburg Pike." 


5. Col. Walter H. Taylor, Chief of 


General Lee's staff', writes in a recent 
letter, "General Lee was under can- 
vass aud did not occupy the house." 
Col. T. R. Talcott, another member of 
Lee's staff, coincides with his chief. 


6. In Samuel P. Bates' History of 


Pennsylvania Volunters, 
Vol. IV, 


Map, General Lee's Headquarter tenta 
are correctly located. 


Here yon have the evidence of four 


reputable gentlemen, who say or im- 
ply General Lee's Headquarters were 
in tents, and the "Old Lady'-' saying: 
"I can most positively assure you that 
General Lee was never in this house," 
yet your article "As to Lee's Head- 
quarters" impeaches her veracity.
